COME ON MONDAY 


All exhibits will be in place before noon on 
Monday, July 28th, and the first day will be 
one of the best to see the exhibits and attrac- 
tions. Special arrangements are made for 
children on the opening day. All children 
under 14 years of age will be admitted at the 
main gate for 5c on Monday and they can go 
on the Grand Stand or in any of the shows in 
the Midway for the same price. This plan 
was first adopted last year. and proved a great 
success, as over 4,000 children attended on the 
first day. ‘Nickel Day” is a popular one with 
both parents and children and 10,000 children 
are expected on Monday this year. 


SPECIAL RAILWAY RATES 


Reduced tickets for the round trip for the 
Regina Exhibition will be issued by the dif- 
ferent railways. These tickets will be on sale 
from all stations in Saskatchewan and east to 
Hartney, Harte and Brandon, in Manitoba, 
and west to Medicine Hat, Alberta. The fare 
will be lowest one way first class fare and 
one-third for the round trip, minimum 25c. 
The tickets will be on sale from July 26 to 


August 2, inclusive, and will be good for the 


return trip on any day up to and including 
August 4. 


SPECIAL TRAINS

bition by train. Extra cars will be attached to 
all regular trains while a number of special 
trains will be run over the different lines dur- 
ing the week.

Visitors who cannot remain 
in the city for more than one day will find 
the special tratns very convenient as they can 
leave home in the morning and return the 
same night. Particulars regarding the 
specials will be announced in the local papers 
that are published along the lines of railways 
followed by the trains.

Over $150,000. is being expended on new 
buildings | | other improvements ion the Pro- 
vincial Exhibit Grounds. The new build- 
ings include a ': © Stock Areaa which has a 
judging ring 210 Leet long and 86 feet wide 
with surrounding, “eating for 5,000 people, a 
new live stock stable to provide accommo- 
dation for 150 head of horses, an addition 
has been made to’ the Grand Stand to provide 
seating for 2,000 people and a new bleacher 
stand provides for another 2,000 seats. The 
old Winter Fair Building has been remodelled 
to provide space for an Automobile Show. Road- 
ways around grouncs have been resurfaced with 
cinders so that visitors will get around com- 
fortably even though there should be some 
wet weather. The buildings which were used 
last year by the militia are again available for 
our use. The buildings in use for the general 
exhibits this year have a floor space of 60,000 
square feet, or more than double the space 
used last year. 


IN CASE OF RAIN 


Every effort is being made to keep the 
Exhibition attractive to visitors in the event 
of rain during the Fair. The roadways 
around the grounds are being resurfaced with 
cinders and gravel so: that visitors can move 
around in comfort @hould the grounds be wet. 
The new Live Stock}Arena will be used for the 
concerts by Sousa’i Band if it should be too 
wet to play in fron. of the Grand Stand. Tihe 
live stock judging will also be continued in 
the live stock arena during the mornings of 
wet days. Such a day will give visitors an 
excellent opportunity of viewing the thous- 
ands of exhibits in the various buildings. 


STAY OVER NIGHT 


Visitors to the “Oxhibition are invited to 
remain in Regina for several days. Citizens 
will do everything in their power to make it 
pleasant for those who remain over night. In 
addition to the hetels and lange boarding 
houses, rooms will be provided in private 
homes for 5,000 people. The sccommodation 
Bureau is under the direction of Mr. T_T. 
McDonald, Commissioner, Board of Trade, Re- 
gina, and persons desiring to reserve rooms 
before they come to the city should communi- 
cate with him: Visitors who plan to stay over 
night and have not reserved rooms should dio 
so immediately upon arrival in Regina. The 
Accommodation Bureau will be found on the 
ground floor of the McCallum-Hill Building.

CONVENIENCES FOR VISITORS 


Every possible attention is given to the 
comfort of visitors during their stay on the 
exhibition grounds. In the Administration 
Building just east of the Grand Stand there 
will be a rest room together with an Informa- 
tion Bureau and a Parcel Checking Depart- 
ment. Visitors may check their wraps and 
other luggage free of charge. On the second 
floor of the Grand Stand will be found a large 
public rest room furnished and supervised by 
R. H. Williamg & ‘Sons, Glasgow House, 
Regina. Adjoining this rest room there is a 
large nursery in charge of the St. John’s 
Ambulance Association. The nursery will be 
fitted with play room and sleeping room. 
Mothers may leave their little children in 
charge of the nurses so that they will be free 
to enjoy seeing the Exhibition. Wash rooms 
and toilet facilities will be found in most of 
the large exhibit buildings. 


ADMISSION FEES 


In these days nearly everything is soaring 
in price, but the charges for admission to tne 
Exhibition and Grand Stand will remain as 
usual, (This is being done in spite of the fact 
that there will be more than twice as many 
exhibits as last year and four times as much 
money is being spent on attractions.
